SOUGHT SOLUTIONS TO THE CRISIS IN RWANDA. THE UN IS NOW 
EXPLORING THE POSSIBILITY OF OBTAINING DOD COMMODITIES AND 
SERVICES. ON A REIMBURSABLE BASIS. TO IMPLEMENT THE
